built, when it became necessary, 
the 
present co urt ho use. 
When bridges are to be erected o ver 
little streams do wn near Ambo y o r 
o ther parts o f the co unty Dixo n puys 
o ne hundred o ut o f every five hundred 
d » liar.- fo r the benefit o f the peo ple o f 
Lee co unty. 
Ambo y pays o nly o ne-twentieth o f 
the tax to build its o wn bridges in the 
c ises refrerred to . 
Dixo n has at an expense o f o ver a 
quarter o f millio n do llars built an' 
kept in repair a bridge fo r the
